Effective  Honor  System  Continues  at  Lee 


Three  years  ago  the  Lee  High  Honor  Council 
was  formed  to  help  strengthen  the  Code  of  Honor. 
The  basis  of  this  honor  system  is  the  four-point 
Honor  Code,  which  is  printed  on  cards  given  to 
each  student.  The  Council  stresses  the  usage  of 
these  cards  to  make  students  more  conscious  of 
their  responsibilities  to  uphold  their  honor  system. 
The  1966-67  Honor  Council  is  composed  of  five 
seniors,  unknown  to  the  student  body,  and  of 
Mrs.  Sara  G.  Hanger,  faculty  adviser. 

There  are  two  methods  by  which  a  student  can 


be  reported,  by  a  teacher  or  by  a  student  who 
uses  the  box  that  has  been  placed  in  the  office 
for  that  purpose.  A  person’s  name  is  given  first 
to  the  teacher  concerned  and  that  student  is 
watched.  If  then,  the  teacher  sees  fit,  he  or  she 
will  refer  the  student  to  the  Honor  Council.  When 
the  student  comes  before  the  Honor  Council,  his 
violation  is  discussed  with  him  and  appropriate 
measures  are  taken. 

The  purpose  of  Lee’s  Honor  Council  is  not  to 
punish  but  to  try  to  help  its  fellow  students.
